REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Epsom: 


I have the honor of presenting herewith the annual re- 
port for the school year ending June 30, 1934. It deals 
chiefly with organization and attendance, relative costs of 
school maintenance, instruction and facilities, and special 
activities. 


Organization and Attendance 


Graded schools of primary and grammar organization 
were maintained with four grades each at Short Falls and 
New Rye respectively. There were also three mixed 
schools. Following is the list of teachers, their respective 
schools, pupils enrolled, and the annual salary paid.

The per cent of attendance, 96.4, and the reduction in 
the number of tardinesses to .6 per pupil were superior to 
the averages for the supervisory union. Out of an average 
membership in Epsom of one hundred three pupils, seven- 
teen were neither absent nor tardy. This record reflects 
eredit upon parents and transportation drivers as well as 
upon the pupils and teachers. 
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Relative Costs of School Mainteance 


State statistics for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1934, 
show that among the 242 school districts in the state, taken 
in the order of total current costs per $1,000 of equalized 
valuation and beginning with the lowest, Epsom stands 
78th: the local elementary cost being $5.52; high school, 
$1.68; other current cost, $.66; making the total current 
cost $7.86 per $1,000 of equalized valuation. 

For the school year 1933-1934 the average cost per pupil 
in the schools of Epsom was $65.84, exclusive of payments 
for elementary school tuition. The state median cost per 
pupil in the elementary schools was $72.46. 


Instruction and Facilities 


Last year two new courses of instruction were added in 
the Eighth Grade. These included general science and 
literature. The former course aims primarily to acquaint 
the pupils with the fundamental laws of nature, to inspire 
an intelligent interest in the world of natural phenomena, 
and to reveal the means of successfully adjusting ourselves 
to physical environment. Textbooks entitled, ‘‘Open Doors 
To Science’’ were provided for the pupils, and laboratory 
outlines and manuals for the teachers. These manuals 
encourage the use of home-made apparatus. Several of 
the pupils showed particular skill in assembling and 
manipulating such equipment. The latter course in lter- 
ature emphasizes an acquaintance with and an apprecia- 
tion of the authors and characters associated with prose 
and poetry, using particularly the more recent and shorter 
poems of living authors. It also provides for and encour- 
ages in the upper grades the continuance of oral reading 
for correct interpretation. The Highth Grade has been 
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supplied with ‘‘Prose and Poetry,’’ a textbook that com- 
bines this material in one volume. 

The Lennes test and practice pads in arithmetic were 
used in the primary grades. These provide for the fre- 
quent use of standardized tests in both arithmetic funda- 
mentals and problems. In addition there is included an 
abundance of drill work calculated to correct individual 
weaknesses discovered through the tests. Each pad rep- 
resents a year’s work. This system is well adapted to in- 
dividual differences in achievement, and relieves the pupil 
of over-crowding or retardation depending upon the gen- 
eral ability of the class. 


Special Activities 


Among the special activities none is of greater value than 
the services of your school nurse. Special activities in- 
cluded a dental clinic conducted at the Town Hall for the 
convenience of Epsom children, and the daily milk ration 
served to thirty-four pupils of the Center and Gossville 
schools. This milk was produced locally and paid for by 
federal funds. | 

Through the co-operation of your teachers, ‘‘Detroit’’ 
reading tests were given to the pupils in intermediate and 
upper grades. These involved reading speed, and compre- 
hension of thought and fact material in narrative, descrip- 
tion and science. The averages attained equalled those of 
similar grades in the schools of Detroit. 

For diagnostic purposes the Clapp-Young self-marking 
tests in arithmetic and English were given in the upper 
oerades. These were used particularly to detect individual 
weaknesses requiring attention before promotions could be 
considered. 
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The Eighth Grade class of eleven pupils passed with 
credit the Otis-Orleans Graduation Examinations in spell- 
ing, reading, vocabulary, arithmetic fundamentals, arith- 
metic reasoning, grammar, language usage, literature, 
history, and geography. More important than _ these 
scholastic ranks was the excellent record made by this class, 
throughout the year, in eitizenship habits. It was a 
pleasure at graduation to present this group to their guest 
speaker, James A. Pirnie, Headmaster of Robinson Sem- 
inary. 


Conclusion 


Of greater importance than elaborate buildings and 
equipment is the wisdom, tact, and patience of those who 
teach. I observed these characteristics as I went about 
among your schools. 

I appreciate deeply the co-operation of the School Board, 
parents, and teachers.
